SACRAMENTO, (lP)—A complete 
pregram for the return of relief to 
the counties and the killing of the 
state relief administration was to be 
Submitted to the state legislature 
today. 

The Phillips-Daley joint commit- | 
tee on relief completed a draft of 
the remaining eight of 10 relief 
bills last night. They provide for a 
“mobilization of jobs,’ a public 
works program, a surplus commodi- 
ties program and stamp plan such 
as now is being carried out by the 
federal government. 

The bills also establish an SRA 
appropriation for April, May and 
June, by which time the counties 
presumably would be ready to take 
over the burden of relief; set up 
an appropriation for the two years 
following, as well as appropriations 
to liquidate the SRA and for in- 
creasing the state share of aid to 
the aged. ; 

The appropriations were left 
blank, since Sen. John Phillips ex- 
plained it was impossible to deter- | 
mine the amounts necessary until 
next month.

Line a nine 
inch pie plate with short pastry, 
rolled % inch thick. Moisten the 
edges of the crust with cold water. 
Fill the pie shell with the meat 
mixture. Cover with the top crust, 
prick top, brush with melted butter, 
and bake in a 375° oven for 1 hour, 
or bake in a hot oven (450°) for 
15 minutes and then decrease heat 
to 350°, and bake 15 minutes 
longer.
